3n]  ODERN  spiritism  is  an  attempt  by  those  engaged  in  its 
practice  to  communicate  with  the  unseen  world.  There 


are  many  different  kinds  of  spiritism,  but  all  strive  to 
attain  this  one  end.     It  is  not  something  new  which 
has  originated  in  our  own  age,  but  has  existed  in  all 
the  ages  of  man. 

The  materialism  of  the  age  has  proved  to  be  a  fertile  field 
for  the  exploits  of  spiritism,  which  has  now  reached  astounding 
proportions.  Men  have  revolted  at  the  crude  doctrines  of 
materialism,  and  the  violent  reaction  which  has  taken  place 
has  swung  the  pendulum  from  Agnosticism  over  to  the  opposite 
extreme,  known  as  spiritism.  Men  grasp  eagerly  this  doctrine, 
which  holds  up  to  them  a  new  ray  of  hope  in  a  life  beyond  the 
grave. 

The  reality  of  spiritistic  phenomena  is  no  longer  denied, 
except  by  those  unacquainted  with  its  true  nature.  A  multitude 
of  deception  abounds  in  spiritism,  but  the  greatest  authorities 
on  the  subject  are  agreed,  after  elaborate  scientific  investiga- 
tions, but  there  remains  a  residuum  of  these  phenomena  which 
must  be  attributed  to  some  external  and  immaterial  intelligence. 
Unless  we  are  going  to  overthrow  all  human  testimony,  we 
must  admit  the  existence  of  some  preternatural  agent  as  the 
cause  of  these  extraordinary  manifestations,  the  denial  of 
which  renders  them  inexplicable. 
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The  whole  fabric  of  modern  spiritism  is  based  upon  the 
assumption  that  men  are  able  to  communicate  directly  and 
sensibly  with  departed  souls.  Thus  they  try  to  prove  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul,  declaring  that  we  are  entering  the  thres- 
hold a  new  revelation,  which  is  to  supersede  the  Old  Reve- 
lation and  the  teachings  of  the  Catholic  Church.  Now,  if  it 
can  be  shown  that  a  disembodied  soul  cannot  communicate  im- 
mediately with  the  visible  world,  the  whole  structure  of  spirit- 
ism crumbles.  Therefore,  in  combatting  spiritism,  the  problem 
which  confronts  us  is  to  prove  that  these  phenomena  are  not 
caused  by  the  departed  souls,  but  must  be  attributed  to  a  preter- 
natural agent  of  an  immoral  nature. 

To  determine  whether  the  phenomena  of  spiritism  can  be 
ascribed  to  departed  souls,  it  is  necessary  to  examine  into  the 
nature  of  these  manifestations  and  to  ascertain  if  a  disembodied 
soul  is  capable  of  performing  them  or  whether  they  must  be  re- 
ferred to  some  superior  order  of  intelligence. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  many  of  the  phenomena  of 
spiritism  are  of  an  extraordinary  and  complex  nature.  The 
greatest  authorities  upon  the  subject  have  been  forced  to  this 
admission  after  thorough  investigation  had  eliminated  every 
possible  angle  of  deception.  Knowledge  of  a  most  remarkable 
nature  has  been  deduced.  Mediums  discuss  philosophical  pro- 
blems with  which  they  are  wholly  unacquainted  and  oftentimes 
in  a  language  altogether  unknown  to  themselves.  Perhaps, 
some  of  the  most  extraordinary  demonstrations  of  spiritism 
which  have  been  made  are  the  materialization  of  bodies.  Matter 
is  seen  apparently  to  pass  from  the  body  of  the  medium,  while 
he  continued  to  lose  weight,  and  develop  into  the  body  of  a 
specter.  These  phenomena  which  modern  scientists  admit,  but 
cannot  explain,  give  us  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  scope  which 
spiritism  involves. 

Spiritism  bases  its  assertions,  that  the  soul  is  able  to  com- 
municate with  the  visible  world,  on  the  theory  that  after  the 
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soul  has  been  separated  from  the  body  by  death,  it  receives  some 
superior  power  and  knowledge  by  which  it  is  able  to  manifest 
itself.  At  best  this  is  a  supposition  of  a  very  puerile  nature. 
The  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  defenders  of  spiritism,  and 
they  have  given  no  reliable  evidence  to  substantiate  their  as- 
sertions. 

Catholic  Theology  teaches  that  the  soul  of  man  while  it  is 
united  to  the  body  comes  to  a  knowledge  of  truth  through  sen- 
sible images,  or  phantasms  upon  the  imagination.  But,  after  it 
has  been  separated  from  the  body,  the  soul  receives  all  its 
knowledge  by  pure  intuition.  Then,  the  soul  no  longer  has  the 
power  of  comprehending,  or  of  producing  on  another  mind  any 
sense  impressions.  Therefore,  it  is  beyond  the  natural  power 
of  any  disembodied  soul  to  communicate  immediately  its 
thoughts  to  the  visible  world,  or  for  man  to  hold  intercourse 
with  them. 

The  extraordinary  phenomena  of  materializing  bodies, 
which  apparently  takes  place  in  the  seance-room,  cannot  be 
ascribed  to  a  human  soul,  because,  the  soul  by  its  very  essence  is 
restricted  to  a  material  body,  which  it  animates,  and  can  exert 
no  power  over  matter  in  general.  Even,  if  the  soul  were  capable 
of  exercising  power  over  any  matter,  the  complex  nature  of 
these  phenomena  would  make  it  impossible  that  a  disembodied 
soul  be  instrumental  in  their  production.  Since  it  is  incon- 
ceivable that  all  the  manifestations  of  the  seance-room  be  attrib- 
uted to  departed  souls,  it  is  necessary  to  look  for  a  superior  or- 
der of  intelligences  as  their  cause.  If  it  can  be  demonstrated 
that  there  exists  a  higher  order  of  spiritual  beings,  which  are 
able  to  effect  these  phenomena,  that  they  are  willing  to  mani- 
fest their  power  in  this  manner  and  that  such  operation  on  their 
part  involves  no  repugmance,  we  must  conclude  this  to  be  the 
ultimate  cause  of  these  extraordinary  manifestations. 

Now,  revelation  teaches  us  that  God  created  a  higher  order 
of  pure  spirits :  the  good  angels,  who  are  ministers  of  His  will 
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and  enjoy  the  beatific  vision ;  and  the  bad  angels  who  rebelled 
against  God  and  were  cast  out  of  Heaven.  Through  the  per- 
mission of  God,  many  of  these  evil  spirits  have  been  allowed  to 
roam  about  the  visible  universe.  They  are  enemies  of  God  and 
seek  continually  to  frustrate  the  designs  of  the  heavenly 
Creator.  To  accomplish  their  end  they  endeavor  to  lead  man 
to  eternal  perdition  by  attacking  him  while  he  is  still  in  the 
flesh.  In  their  first  estate,  these  evil  spirits  possessed  knowledge 
and  power  of  a  much  higher  order  than  that  given  to  any  human 
soul,  and  by  God's  permission  they  still  retain  this  knowledge  to 
certain  degree.  Like  the  human  soul  after  death,  all  their 
knowledge  consists  of  pure  intuitions.  And,  due  to  their 
specific  superiority  over  the  human  soul,  and  because  they  are 
not  determined  in  their  essence  to  a  human  body,  they  are  able 
to  exercise  a  certain  amount  of  influence  over  any  material 
body.  They  can  also  comprehend  the  depths  of  the  human 
mind  when  free  will  has  been  surrendered  to  them. 

Having  inquired  into  the  nature  of  the  spirits  of  the  in- 
visible world,  it  is  necessary  by  an  examination  of  the  phe- 
nomena itself,  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  they  operate 
and  to  which  order  of  spirits  of  the  unseen  world  these  mani- 
festations must  be  referred  to. 

The  leading  psychologists  of  our  day  are  agreed  that  the 
human  mind  is  of  a  very  complex  nature,  composed  of  the 
normal  and  the  subconscious  states.  In  the  subconscious  mind 
there  is  recorded  truly  and  accurately  an  impression  of  every 
sense  image  which  passes  through  the  senses.  Modern  psy- 
chologists also  declare  that  every  impression  made  upon  the 
senses,  whether  the  normal  mind  was  conscious  of  its  existence 
or  not,  has  been  recorded  in  the  subconscious  mind.  The 
functions  of  the  subconscious  mind  are  of  a  two-fold  nature : 
it  acts  as  a  veritable  storehouse  of  information,  where  a  record 
of  all  events  of  our  human  existence  has  been  inscribed;  and  it 
is  a  never  ceasing  workshop  where  there  are  being  continually 
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evolved,  even  during  our  sleeping  hours,  new  ideas  and  com- 
binations oi  ideas. 

Now  to  give  a  plausible  interpretation  to  the  operations  of 
spiritism,  it  is  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  the  subconscious 
mind.  It  has  been  demonstrated  in  hypnotic  practices,  that 
when  the  normal  mind  has  been  placed  in  abeyance,  a  human 
operator  is  able  to  exercise  very  great  influence  over  the  sub- 
conscious state  of  the  person  in  a  trance.  Now,  the  superior 
nature  of  angelic  intelligences  enables  them  to  discern  the 
thoughts  of  the  subconscious  mind,  when  the  normal  working 
mind  has  been  placed  in  a  passive  state.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, however,  that  it  is  only  when  the  full  consent  of  the  will 
has  been  surrendered  to  these  spirits,  that  they  are  able  to  ex- 
ercise any  influence  over  the  medium. 

Indeed,  "a  state  of  passivity  of  the  mind  is  the  keynote  to 
the  success  of  all  spiritistic  phenomena",  declares  Raupert. 
Now,  if  human  agencies  are  able  to  exert  such  a  remarkable  in- 
fluence over  man,  there  is  no  repugnance  in  the  fact  that  spirits 
possessing  preternatural  powers  should  be  able  to  exercise  con- 
trol over  the  human  mind  in  a  much  higher  degree.  Therefore, 
we  must  conclude  that  much  of  this  extraordinary  knowledge 
which  has  puzzled  scientists  for  so  long  a  time,  has  been  ob- 
tained directly  from  the  sublimial  state  of  the  medium,  by  these 
spiritual  intelligences. 

The  character  of  spiritistic  phenomena  reveals  the  fact 
that  these  preternatural  intelligences  are  of  a  demoniac  nature. 
Modern  Spiritists  have  not  been  able  to  substantiate  their  claims 
that  they  are  in  communication  directly  and  sensibly  with  souls 
of  the  dead.  Indeed,  the  problem  of  identity  has  been  the  crux 
of  all  spiritistic  practices.  Between  the  visible  and  the  invisible 
world  there  is  an  impenetrable  chasm  which  cannot  be  bridged 
over  through  the  agency  of  a  disembodied  soul.  There  is  no 
criterion  by  which  the  identity  of  spirits  communicating  can  be 
established.    The  claims  of  the  spirits  themselves  go  for  naught, 
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since  the  Devil  is  the  author  of  lies  and  his  purpose  is  to  deceive 
mankind.  These  evil  spirits  have  the  power  of  simulating  the 
souls  of  the  dead  and  are  assisted  in  this  by  the  information 
which  they  acquire  from  the  subconscious  state  of  the  medium. 
This  is  the  grossest  form  of  deception  attributed  to  spiritistic 
practices.  Especially,  is  this  true  when  the  souls  of  good  and 
holy  men,  noteworthy  for  their  deeds  while  upon  earth,  are 
represented  as  being  present  in  the  seance-room.  This  should 
prove  beyond  doubt  that  these  manifestations  are  of  an  im- 
moral and  deceptive  nature.  It  is  a  very  subtle  trick  of  these 
evil  spirits  to  lead  the  unwary  soul  astray,  for  if  men  can  be 
lead  to  believe  that  they  can  communicate  with  such  noble  souls 
of  the  other  world,  it  will  inspire  them  with  confidence  con- 
cerning the  phenomena  of  the  seance-room. 

As  a  last  resort,  Spiritists  cling  tenaciously  to  the  argu- 
ment that  many  of  the  utterances  of  the  seance-room  prove  to 
be  true,  a  fact  which  has  deceived  many  innocent  minds.  The 
fallacy  of  this  argument  is  very  apparent,  because,  if  Satan 
were  to  speak  all  falsehood  and  no  truth,  he  could  not  long  hope 
to  deceive  even  the  most  gullible  of  the  Spiritists  themselves. 
The  character  of  the  knowledge  given  out  in  the  seance-room 
proves  also  that  these  spirits  are  of  a  very  fallible  nature.  Very 
frequently  events  in  the  life  of  one  person  are  ascribed  to  that 
of  another.  The  crowning  proof  which  should  convince  us  that 
it  is  not  the  souls  of  the  dead  holding  intercourse,  is  the  fre- 
quency with  which  persons  still  in  the  flesh  are  represented  as 
communicating  from  the  other  world. 

Lastly,  the  immorality  of  spiritistic  practices  should  re- 
move all  doubt  as  to  their  origin.  The  greatest  evil  in  spiritism 
is  the  surrender  of  free  will.  The  physical  and  moral  effects 
which  accrue  to  a  medieum  from  continued  practices  are  most 
demoralizing.  Men  who  have  examined  the  effects  of  spiritism 
on  the  medium,  declare  it  to  be  a  most  perilous  undertaking  both 
to  soul  and  body.     After  long  and  continued  submission  to  the 
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will  of  these  spirits,  a  medium  acquires  such  a  feebleness  of 
mind,  that  it  becomes  virtually  impossible  for' him  to  perform 
any  acts  of  self-initiative.  Ultimately  complete  obsession  fol- 
lows, so  that  a  medium  is  lead  to  commit  the  most  immoral  acts, 
and  finally  becomes  completely  insane. 

These  practices  are  absolutely  opposed  both  to  the  natural 
and  the  moral  order.  It  is  contrary  to  the  order  of  nature  that 
man  communicate  directly  and  sensibly  with  the  other  world. 
God  has  endowed  man  with  senses  by  which  he  may  know  the 
visible  world  and  by  a  study  of  nature's  laws,  arrive  at  a  knowl- 
edge of  his  Creator.  It  is  also  directly  opposed  to  the  moral 
order  that  we  relinquish  free  will  to  a  mere  creature  of  doubt, 
moral  character.  Free  will  is  one  of  man's  highest  God  given 
faculties  by  which  man  became  superior  to  all  the  brute  creation. 

There  is  no  real  value  attached  to  any  of  these  manifesta- 
tions of  the  seance-room.  None  of  the  hidden  laws  of  nature 
have  been  revealed.  Not  one  of  the  marvelous  advances  of 
science  can  be  attributed  to  spiritism.  The  laws  of  nature,  are 
invariable  and  these  evil  spirits,  on  account  of  their  quite  ex- 
tensive insight  into  the  workings  of  nature  itself,  can  foretell 
some  future  events,  which  seem  very  remarkable  to  the  human 
mind.  But  there  are  two  classes  of  knowledge  of  which  they 
remain  in  total  ignorance.  First,  future  events  are  known  only 
to  the  mind  of  God  and  cannot  be  known  by  any  other  intelli- 
gence, unless  they  are  revealed  to  it  by  God  himself.  Now,  it  is 
absolutely  contradictory  to  the  Divine  Attributes  of  God  that 
He  should  reveal  any  knowledge  of  future  events  under  the 
auspices  of  the  seance-room.  Secondly,  these  spirits  can  know 
nothing  of  the  secrets  of  the  human  heart,  which  are  known 
only  to  God  and  ourselves,  unless  we  are  willing  to  reveal  them. 
Hence  the  importance  of  a  passive  state  of  mind  for  the  success 
of  spiritism  becomes  apparent. 

In  conclusion,  the  dangers  of  spiritism  should  be  obvious 
to  all,  since  it  is  only  by  a  surrender  of  free  will  that  these  spirits 
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can  exercise  any  influence  over  the  mind.  When  man  gives  up 
his  will,  he  is  letting  down  the  barriers  of  his  soul  and  inviting 
these  evil  spirits  to  take  possession.  But  while  the  will  remains 
firm,  an  impenetrable  fortress  has  been  set  up,  which  Satan  and 
his  hosts  are  powerless  to  batter  down. 

The  interpretations  of  modern  Spiritism  are  absolutely 
opposed  to  the  teachings  of  the  Catholic  Church.  Even,  though 
they  may  contradict  themselves  in  every  other  conceivable  sub- 
ject, these  spirits  are  united  in  their  denial  of  Christianity.  The 
rising  tide  of  Spiritism  must  be  viewed  as  an  attack  upon 
Christian  faith.  It  can  only  be  combatted  by  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  its  true  nature.  Apathy  towards  Spiritism  is  no 
longer  tenable.

THE  ETHICS  OF  A  LEAGUE  OF  NATIONS. 

HE  world  war  should  prove  to  mankind  that  there  is 
something  higher,  something  more  noble,  than  mere 
earthly  power  and  possessions ;  that  the  finality  of  man 
does  not  consist  in  the  enjoyment  of  earthly  goods,  but 
rather  in  the  attainment  of  felicity  and  happiness  in 
this  world  and  eternal  glory  in  the  world  to  come.  But 
man,  misdirected  by  erroneous  doctrines  and  sensual  philoso- 
phy, has  entirely  excluded  God  from  his  thinking  and  actually 
limited  his  field  of  happiness  to  temporal  glory  and  honor.  It 
was  this  spirit,  and  the  spirit  of  selfishness,  the  philosophy  that 
"might  is  right",  which  has  caused  mighty  armies  to  sweep 
across  the  face  of  Europe  in  wanton  destruction  in  order  to  ob- 
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tain  this  temporal  honor  and  glory.  Now  that  the  brutal  con- 
flict is  over,  man  is  fully  persuaded  that  happiness  cannot  be  ob- 
tained by  bloody  battles  or  territorial  accessions,  but  that  hap- 
piness must  be  based  on  justice  and  charity  in  all  our  operations. 
These  sacred  principles  of  justice  and  charity  will  only  permeate 
the  civil  order  and  remain  the  standard  rule  for  civilization 
when  they  flow  from  an  executive  power  that  is  authorized  to 
enforce  their  universal  acceptance.  This,  then,  is  the  ethical 
responsibility  of  the  Leagus  of  Nations  to  establish  a  permanent 
peace  in  the  world,  based  on  justice  and  democracy. 

The  foundation  of  the  state  is  the  family;  the  multiplica- 
tion of  families  is  the  origin  of  nations;  and  the  nations  taken 
collectively  represent  the  whole  of  the  world  and  the  embodi- 
ment of  the  entire  human  race.  The  face  of  the  earth  is  divided 
into  different  regions  either  by  arbitration  or  by  natural  bound- 
ary lines,  and  every  such  region  is  a  country  and  its  inhabitants 
form  a  nation.  A  league  is  a  confederation  or  an  alliance  con- 
stituted to  accomplish  a  purpose.  A  league  of  nations,  then,  in 
its  wider  application,  is  an  alliance  of  the  entire  human  race  or 
the  ''Federation  of  the  World".  The  entire  world  was  saddened 
and  grieved  at  the  wholesale  destruction  of  life  in  the  recent 
war.  The  European  nations  in  a  very  special  manner  feel  the 
burden  of  the  war  much  more  than  do  the  other  nations  of  the 
world,  yet  the  salient  fact  is  that  all  nations  are  bearing  the 
sorrows  of  the  conflict.  As  the  hardships  of  the  war  are 
universal,  so  also  shall  the  good  coming  from  the  war  be  uni- 
versal. The  sacred  principles  of  the  Allies  were  justice  and 
democracy,  and  now  that  they  were  successful  in  arms,  the  next 
battle  will  be  for  these  sacred  principles.  In  a  league  of  nations  a 
closer  union,  a  more  intimate  relationship  between  man  and 
man  will  be  established.  The  imperfections  of  a  race  or  a 
nation  will  be  discovered,  secret  intrigues  under  the  league  will 
become  more  difficult,  and  as  a  result  the  destiny  of  men  and 
nations    in    their    international    relationships    will    be    better 
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governed  for  the  welfare  of  the  entire  human  race.  The  just 
legislation  of  a  "Parliament  of  Man"  is  the  only  safeguard  of 
a  democracy  and  the  fountain  head  of  a  permanent  peace. 

Christ  in  His  coming  not  only  redeemed  the  world  but  also 
gave  to  man  a  religion,  a  civilization.  Besides  being  the  father 
of  man,  He  is  also  the  author  of  justice  and  moral  laws.  He 
gave  to  man  a  free  will  and  a  conscience  which  now  belong  to 
him  by  divine  right,  and  accordingly  as  our  actions  are  good  or 
bad  the  results  will  be  either  happiness  or  remorse.  Man  is 
continually  striving  between  these  two  moral  forces.  It  is  the 
freedom  of  choice  that  distinguishes  him  from  the  brute. 
Animals  live  without  a  motive,  they  have  no  free  will  or  in- 
telligence and  consequently  no  choice  in  their  actions.  They  are 
created  to  be  servant  of  man  and  in  part  the  manifestations  of 
God's  infinite  glory  and  majesty.  He  implanted  within  them 
the  natural  law  of  instinct,  which  is  constant  and  never  chang- 
ing. Nature  knows  no  deviation  from  its  laws  because  they 
were  instituted  and  are  maintained  by  a  just  God  who  is  the 
creator  and  ruler  of  the  universe.  The  justice  of  God  pervades 
the  natural  order  and  as  a  consequence  there  is  the  most  perfect 
harmony  in  all  nature.  The  heavenly  bodies  have  moved  for 
centuries  without  digression  from  their  established  courses,  the 
animal  and  plant  kingdoms  do  not  experience  the  slightest  dis- 
order or  interference  in  their  natural  growth  and  existence. 
From  this  perfect  harmony  that  we  see  in  nature  we  come  to  an 
understanding  of  God's  supreme  intelligence  and  justice. 

The  Catholic  Church  has 'been  continually  striving  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  Christ  throughout  all  nations,  that  being 
instructed  in  His  teachings  they  could  come  to  a  greater  reali- 
zation of  their  temporal  and  eternal  destiny.  Christianity  alone 
has  the  right  concept  of  justice  because  it  is  given  to  her  by 
Christ  Himself  in  His  teachings.  Justice  is  that  moral  virtue 
inclining  the  will  to  give  to  each  man  his  due.  It  is  this  moral 
virtue  which  directs  the  free  will  in  man  towards  good  in  re- 
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lationship  to  his  fellow  creatures.  It  is  the  foundation  of  ethics. 
In  this  it  is  distinguished  from  other  virtues  which  have  a  posi- 
tive value  and  have  reference  only  to  the  building  up  of  an  in- 
dividual moral  character.  Justice  is  a  relative  virtue,  it  is  that 
moral  law  which  should  animate  the  civil  order  in  directing  and 
governing  the  strongest  moral  force  in  society,  the  free  will  of 
man. 

From  the  concepts  of  free  will  and  justice  there  arises  a 
notion  of  rights.  We  are  endowed  with  a  free  will,  but  we  are 
also  given  certain  rights  that  are  inviolable.  God  has  given  us 
the  air  to  breathe,  and  the  soil  to  till,  and  no  one  has  the  power 
to  take  these  gratuitous  gifts  from  us.  The  title  to  our  personal 
property,  or  real  estate,  represents  a  right  that  in  all  justice  be- 
longs to  us;  but  more  sacred  than  this  is  the  right  to  use  our 
free  will  according  to  our  own  conscience,  and  no  government 
on  the  earth  has  the  power  to  take  away  this  sacred  right  and 
make  man  the  property  of  the  state.  In  the  ethics  of  a  league  of 
nations  justice  must  reign  supreme  in  order  that  the  rights  of 
the  individual  citizen  and  of  the  nation  be  respected  and  safe- 
guarded. 

The  possibility  of  a  lasting  league  hinges  almost  entirely 
on  the  concept  of  justice  and  depends  largely  on  the  degree  in 
which  it  will  be  esteemed  in  the  ethics  of  international  legisla- 
tion. Men  and  nations  have  not  the  same  concept  of  justice, 
they  are  not  agreed  on  the  destiny  of  man,  and  if  they  are  not 
agreed  on  the  destiny  of  man  how  can  they  be  agreed  on  the 
means?  Because  of  this  difference  of  spiritual  concepts  there 
will  also  be  a  corresponding  difference  in  their  actions.  In 
Russia,  the  rights  of  the  peasants  are  reduced  to  a  minimum, 
while  the  rights  of  women  are  entirely  ignored  by  Bolshevism. 
Under  their  constitution  women  become  the  property  of  the 
state.  Materialists  admire  the  beauties  of  nature  as  the  end  of 
their  existence;  temporal  pleasure  and  enjoyment  is  their  con- 
cept of  the  finality  of  man.     Each  nation  is  largely  influenced 
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by  the  philosophy  of  its  people.  The  scepticism  of  England; 
the  "super-man"  idea  of  Germany  emanating  from  the  trans- 
cendentalism of  Kant  and  his  school;  the  licentionsness  of 
thought  in  France;  the  atheistic  influence  of  Italian  statesmen; 
and  the  ethical  differences  of  the  Japanese  people  and  the  people 
of  the  Orient  in  general,  all  contribute  to  the  difficulty  of  unit- 
ing all  nations  in  one  sound  philosophy  of  thought  which  will 
recognize  the  rights  of  peoples  and  the  notion  of  justice  from 
the  Christian  point  of  view. 

The  establishment  of  the  "League  of  Nations",  however, 
is  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  What  the  Catholic  Church  has 
done  and  is  doing  in  uniting  all  the  people  of  the  world  into  the 
fold  of  Christ,  that  the  "League  of  Nations"  is  trying  to  do  in 
unifying  all  men  in  their  temporal  relationships.  The  League 
will  undoubtedly  create  a  more  intimate  relationship  between 
men  and  nations  leading  to  the  brotherhood  of  man.  War 
breeds  hatred,  love  for  revenge.  Now  while  the  world  is  steeped 
in  a  distorted  love  the  "League  of  Nations"  will  be  a  powerful 
instrument  of  again  bringing  the  people  of  the  world  back  to  a 
spirit  of  charity  and  peace,  such  as  Christ  laid  down  in  His 
ethics  for  mankind.

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E  arc  to-day  at  a  most  critical  point  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  The  armistice  has  been  signed,  and  the  great- 
est of  international  wars  has  ceased.  But  now  we  are 
confronted  with  a  movement  which  has  thrown  Rus- 
sia, the  place  of  its  birth,  into  chaos,  and  has  alarmed 
the  whole  world.  This  seemingly  new  phenomena  is  termed 
Bolshevism.  What  is  Bolshevism?  Etymologically  the  term 
has  a  harmless  significance.  It  is  derived  from  the  Russian 
word  Bolsheviki,  meaning  adherents  to  the  majority  party  or 
school,  in  contradistinction  to  the  word  menshiviki,  which 
means  adherents  to  the  minority  party.  Is  this  movement  some- 
thing new  in  history,  or  a  repetition  of  the  past  under  a  new 
form  ?  We  can  see  in  history  a  similiar  spirit  at  critical  periods, 
a  revolutionary  spirit  against  absolutism. 

At  the  time  of  the  French  Revolution  we  have  the  French 
Terrorists  who  may  be  compared  to  the  Bolshevists  of  to-day. 
However,  all  must  admit  that  never  before  have  we  had  a  move- 
ment so  radical,  so  extreme,  and  so  terrifying  to  the  entire 
world.  A  real  definition  of  Bolshevism  is  a  very  difficult  thing 
to  give,  as  it  is  merely  a  movement.  However,  upon  an  analysis 
of  the  phenomena  it  seems  best  defined  as  ultra-socialism.  It  is 
exaggerated  socialism  in  practice.  It  is  the  dream  of  Karl 
Marx,  the  father  of  so-called  scientific  socialism,  realized  when 
he  said,  "Revolution,  sweet,  revengeful  revolution,  we  have 
welcomed  you  in  the  past  and  hail  the  greater  revolution  to 
come."  Their  leaders  say  no  reform  is  worth  striving  for  un- 
less it  is  a  step  towards  socialism.  By  a  study  of  the  origin, 
causes,  aims,  and  methods  of  this  great  movement  we  shall  en- 
deavor to  show  that  Bolshevism  is  false  in  theory  and  destroys 
all  morality  and  religion. 

The  origin  of  this  seemingly  new  movement  is  far-reach- 
ing into  Russian  history  and  in  order  to  understand  it  clearly,  it 
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is  necessary  to  recall  something  of  Russian  political  and  revo- 
lutionary history.  At  the  time  of  the  last  general  election  there 
were  in  Russia,  eighteen  political  parties.  The  Social  Demo- 
crats were  one  of  the  few  major  and  real  important  parties.  The 
They  were  the  old  party  who  followed  Karl  Marx  and  his  so- 
called  scientific  revolutionary  socialism  and  who  regarded  the 
"Das  Kapita"  as  their  bible.  Perhaps  it  is  well  to  explain  that 
in  Russia  the  radical  or  revolutionist  is  usually  a  socialist  of  one 
kind  or  other.  Professor  Melyoukov,  in  his  book,  "Russia  and 
Her  Crisis",  dwells  at  length  upon  Russia's  socialistic  tenden- 
cies and  socialistic  see,  as  it  were,  that  made  a  favorable  soil. 

This  follows  most  logically  when  we  consider  the  con- 
dition under  which  the  majority  of  Russia's  people  labored. 
They  were  unjustly  oppressed  by  the  Czar  and  his  nobility. 
Most  of  them  were  unlettered,  and  education  in  the  true  sense 
was  denied  them  in  order  that  the  nobility  might  rule  with  ease. 
However,  many  of  Russia's  inhabitants  went  to  foreign  nations 
and  secretly  enrolled  in  colleges  and  universities,  taking  other 
names,  and  posing,  in  many  instances,  as  Americans,  in  order 
not  to  be  detected  by  the  spies  of  the  Czar.  Many  received  an 
education  only  after  great  personal  sacrifice.  Learning  the 
ways  of  other  nations,  they  realized  the  pitiable  condition  of 
their  ignorant  country,  and  perhaps  their  own  family.  This, 
with  the  materialistic  trend  of  the  learning,  helped  them  to 
spread  their  socialistic  doctrine  among  the  people.  Great  effort 
was  made  by  the  nobility  to  check  it,  but  this  only  goaded  them 
in  their  endeavor.  So  that  in  recent  years  Russia  has  been 
steeped  in  discontent  and  social  unrest. 

In  March,  191 7,  during  the  great  war,  the  revolution  came 
which  overthrew  the  Czar  and  all  his  nobility.  Conditions  now 
had  become  very  serious,  socially  and  morally.  The  people 
wanted  peace,  they  were  sick  of  war,  and  did  not  want  to  fight 
for  victory,  honor  and  prestige.  They  expected  the  free  govern- 
ment to  obtain  peace  for  them.    The  Lvov,  or  bourgeois  govern- 
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ment,  could  not  secure  this  for  them  because  they  were  too 
diplomatic  and  honorable  to  talk  of  a  separate  peace.  The  Ker- 
ensky  government,  which  had  several  socialists  in  leading  de- 
partments, was  more  in  favor  of  peace,  but  waited,  hesitated  to 
act,  and  asked  patience  and  moderation.  The  masses  were  now 
in  no  mood  to  wait  and  suffer.  The  Soviets  throughout  Russia 
formed  and  demanded  peace  and  fundamental  reform.  The 
only  party  that  was  ready  to  promise  the  reform  that  was  de- 
manded, was  the  Majority  Social  Democrats,  or  Bolsheviki. 
Lenine  and  Trotsky,  two  Socialists  who  had  won  popular  favor 
by  their  actions  against  Kerensky,  affixed  their  signatures  to  the 
document  of  the  Soviets  and  were  chosen  leaders,  or  better, 
they  were  followed. 

They  seized  the  reins  of  power  and  signed  a  separate  treaty 
with  the  Germans.  Although  they  sacrificed  much  and  yielded 
to  German  militarists,  they  fulfilled  their  promise,  and  fighting 
ceased.  The  soldiers  and  sailors  withdrew  from  the  fight 
against  the  enemy  and  returned  home,  where  they  joined  the 
Bolshevist  Army  in  the  internal  Social  Revolution.  The  Bol- 
shevist Cabinet,  turning  to  internal  questions,  issued  their 
famous  decrees  :  the  land  decree,  the  nationalization  of  industry 
decree,  and  the  constitution  of  free  Russia.  These  so  called  re- 
forms must  be  enforced  against  their  opposition  by  the  Bol- 
shevist Army.  The  nobles,  the  landlords,  the  manufacturers, 
the  merchants,  the  bankers,  the  non-socialist  professional  group, 
the  richer  peasant  proprietors,  and  the  conservative  workmen, 
were  now  forced  to  protect  their  private  property  from  being 
confiscated  by  brute  force.  The  ruthless  massacre  and  de- 
struction which  ensued,  they  termed  a  second  revolution.  This 
has  formed  the  darkest  pages  in  the  history  of  civilization. 

The  causes  of  this  great  and  unheard  of  movement  may  be 
attributed  primarily  to  an  abuse  of  authority.  The  Czar  had 
overstepped  his  rights  as  ruler  and  neglected  his  obligations  to- 
ward the  people.    This  movement  was  the  reaction  against  that 
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abuse.  It  was  the  revolutionary  spirit  against  absolutism. 
Again  the  discontent  of  an  oppressed  people,  furthered  by 
socialistic  propaganda,  which  wrong  teaching  had  instilled,  led 
them  to  arrive  at  false  concepts  of  justice.  To  the  man  of  faith, 
it  may  be  regarded  as  a  logical  consequence  of  infidelity  and 
irreligion.  The  war,  with  the  extraordinary  conditions  it 
brought  about,  furnished  a  splendid  occasion.  It  was,  so  to 
speak,  an  opportunity  for  a  smouldering  fire  to  burst  into  flame. 

Bolshevism,  with  its  impossible  theories  of  dreamers  who 
are  ignorant  of  any  high  ideals,  who  do  not  mingle  with  the 
crowd  enough  to  learn  what  it  wants  or  what  is  practical,  is 
false  and  should  have  no  trial  to  show  its  theory  against  right 
reason.  The  discontented  people  are  fighting  merely  for  a 
change,  they  care  not  what  it  be;  but  their  object,  we  are  told,  is 
to  do  away  with  all  temporal  suffering.  They  say  that  they  are 
waging  a  war  against  capitalism,  whose  crimes,  we  all  admit, 
are  many;  for  the  capitalists  too,  have  been  extremists  in  the 
opposite  sense  of  the  Bolshevists. 

This  movement  is  a  materialistic  system  which  ignores, 
where  it  does  not  deny  the  spiritual.  The  result  of  irreligious 
teaching  is  manifested  in  their  theory,  which  aspires  to  temporal 
happiness  regardless  of  the  means  used  to  attain  it,  and  which 
ignores  all  thought  of  a  life  to  come.  There  is  no  consideration 
of  God  in  their  decrees,  nor  is  the  influence  and  teachings  of  a 
Supreme  Ruler  to  be  found  in  them.  They  not  only  destroy  the 
social  and  moral  order  of  Christian  teaching,  but  go  counter 
even  to  the  weak  nature  God  has  given  to  us  all. 

It  is  a  materialistic  theory  in  which  man  is  to  rule  without 
the  guiding  influence  of  his  Lord  and  Master.  Never  in  the 
history  of  the  world  has  the  movement  succeeded  when  ruled  by 
the  instincts  of  men;  for  in  Russia  men  are  following  merely 
their  own  instincts,  we  might  better  say  their  lower  passions. 
We  may  search  the  pages  of  history,  but  never  shall  we  find  a 
single  instance  where  successful  movements  have  not  been  in 
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accord  with  God's  laws.  The  constitution  of  our  own  free 
nation  contains  nothing  in  any  way  contrary  to  His  Command- 
ments. 

In  the  decrees  of  the  Bolshevists  we  have  the  exemplifica- 
tion ^i  many  notions  against  Christianity  and  civilization.  The 
nationalization  of  industry  decree,  which  permitted  of  the  con- 
fiscation of  private  property  by  brutal  force,  is  an  example.  The 
notorious  decree  of  free  Russia,  which  contains  many  ignomin- 
ious documents.  Among  them  the  one  on  free  love  is  the  black- 
est ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  any- race.  It  is  almost  in- 
credible to  the  average  mind  that  such  a  thing  should  come  from 
a  supposedly  civilized  people  in  the  twentieth  century.  The 
original  decree  in  this  regard  is  of  a  serious  nature,  but  the 
recent  official  document,  which  abolishes  the  private  possession 
of  women  in  marriage,  is  far  worse.  According  to  this  law,  all 
women  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  tnd  thirty-two  become 
the  property  of  the  state.  All  children,  one  month  after  birth, 
are  separated  from  their  mother  and  also  become  the  property 
of  the  state.  These  and  many  other  specifications,  too  ignoble 
to  even  mention,  constitute  a  so-called  reform  law.  They  argue 
that  social  inequalities  and  legitimate  marriage  have  prevented 
the  proper  continuation  of  the  human  race.  Granting  that  such 
an  absurdity  might  be  true,  we  fail  to  see  any  advantage  to  be 
derived  from  this  action.  Disregarding  the  gross  immorality 
of  such  an  act,  which  drags  womanhood  from  the  high  pedestal 
to  which  civilization  has  raised  her,  to  the  level  of  the  brute,  it 
is  abhorrent  to  the  human  heart  to  have  a  legislature  consisting 
of  mere  men,  replacing  the  mother.  Her  love  is  greatest  for  her 
own  flesh  and  blood,  and  she  derives  the  greatest  pleasure  ful- 
filling the  desires  and  comforting  the  sorrows  of  her  loved  ones. 
An  appeal  has  been  made  by  the  women  of  Russia  to  save  them, 
for  they  are  not  receiving  the  honor  and  consideration  shown 
the  Sabine  woman  of  ancient  times.  What  could  be  more  de- 
grading and  immoral  than  such  a  theory! 
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It  destroys  the  family,  the  basis  of  all  society;  it  makes  the 
child  state  property  and  regards  its  welfare  as  a  concern  of  the 
state,  not  of  the  parents.  If  the  family  is  destroyed,  the  state 
must  fall,  because  no  superstructure  can  stand  without  a  foun- 
dation. Pope  Leo  XIII.,  an  authority  on  social  problems,  has 
said,  "The  family's  rights  and  duties  are  prior  to  the  state  and 
nation."  The  idea  of  making  a  child  state  property  destroys 
individuality,  dictates  everyone's  sphere  in  life,  and  reduces 
responsibilities  to  mere  state  of  obedience.  Their  rule  is  "The 
Will  of  the  People"  and  their  motive  "Fear  of  the  State".  This 
is  against  Christianity,  whose  rule  is  "the  will  of  God",  and 
whose  motive  is  "the  love  of  God." 

Thus  we  see  that  the  theory  of  Bolshevism  is  against 
morality  and  religion  and  that  neither  can  exist  in  the  practice 
of  such  a  movement.  When  the  responsibility  of  the  individual 
is  taken  away,  it  follows  that  the  nation  will  become  irresponsi- 
ble and  a  menace  to  the  world.  History  proves  that  no  move- 
ment ever  succeeded  which  did  not  regard  certain  individual 
rights  and  moral  responsibility. 

It  is  a  theory,  as  shown  by  short  trial,  indiscrimately  de- 
structive, and  in  no  sense  constructive.  It  has  thrown  Russia 
into  chaos,  and  made  no  provision  for  its  future.  We  have 
seen  much  evil,  but  no  good,  and  no  possibility  of  a  good,  to 
follow  from  it.  Russian  industry  has  been  on  the  decline  since 
the  Bolshevists  gained  control  and  is  to-day  almost  helplessly 
at  a  standstill.  It  appears  that  the  ignorant  warriors  are  en- 
joying what  they  term  temporal  happiness,  namely,  satisfying 
their  animal  appetites,  while  the  intellectual  leaders  are  reaping 
an  immense  harvest  by  these  confiscations  under  the  guise  of 
reform.  However,  this  is  only  an  opinion.  They  may  all  be 
honest  and  sincere  in  their  movement  to  make  Russia,  as  they 
say,  the  pioneer  in  the  march  towards  greater  civilization,  but 
fail  they  must. 
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We  have  in  this  great  movement  an  outgrowth  of  mater- 
ialistic teaching,  whose  aim  is  to  do  away  with  all  temporal 
suffering.  It  is  an  attempt,  in  their  own  crude  way,  to  better 
social  conditions,  and  all  must  admit  that  they  are  in  need  of 
improvement.  Many  of  the  economic  measures  are  just,  but 
their  methods  for  the  attainment  of  these  are  reprehensible. 
Bolshevism  advocates  theories  which  imply  the  violation  of 
nearly  every  commandment  in  the  Decalogue.  This  evil,  in  the 
guise  of  good,  is  leading  blind  minds  into  the  darkness  of  bar- 
barism. |     «, 

What  is  to  be  its  future  ?  It  must  fail,  as  every  experiment 
based  on  a  false  theory,  but  the  failure  of  this  movement  will  be 
tragic.  However,  it  should  awaken  the  nations  of  the  world 
to  the  necessity  of  religion.  We  admit  that  capitalism  has  over- 
stepped its  rights,  and  the  misguided  Bolshevists  have  a  real 
grievance,  even  like  those  who  sanely  wish  for  the  day  of  justice, 
righteousness  and  peace  and  plenty  for  all.  The  return  of  the 
world  to  the  true  Christianity  is  the  only  way  this  may  be  ob- 
tained. The  Church  is  the  world's  bulwark  against  pronounced 
capitalism.  She  stands  between  the  extremists,  she  applies  the 
eternal  principles  of  justice  to  the  capital  and  labor  problem, 
and  to  justice  she  adds  charity  in  favor  of  the  poor.  The  theory 
of  Bolshevism  must  not  be  opposed  by  force,  but  through  the 
channels  of  right  reasoning.  The  quelling  of  a  movement  for  a 
time  has  no  lasting  effects.  We  must  show  the  people  the  falsity 
of  its  principles.  This  is  the  action  which  must  be  taken  against 
Bolshevism.  The  hearts  of  men  must  return  to  Christianity. 
The  day  of  justice,  peace,  and  happiness  we  long  for  will  come, 
not  from  any  such  movement  as  Bolshevism,  but  when  the  word 
of  God  shall  be  preached  to  all  nations  and  obeyed  by  men  as 
Christ  commanded.
